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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1. Applicant's arguments, see page 12, lines 1-23; page 13, lines 1-6, filed 
10/31/2007, with respect to claims 35-38, 40-44 and 46-71 have been fully considered 
and are persuasive. The rejection of claims 35-38, 40-44 and 46-71 has been 
withdrawn. 

Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art, 
Yoshikawa et al. (4,506,518), teach cooling control system and expansion valve 
therefor. The prior art, Nagatomo et al. (4,494,383), disclose air-conditioner for an 
automobile. The prior art, Jaster (5,435,145), teach refrigerant flow rate control based 
on liquid level in simple vapor compression cycles. The prior arts do not anticipate nor 
render obvious combination set forth in the independent claims, and specifically do not 
show a controller modulating a capacity of a compressor and a position of a valve 
according to the same variable duty cycle control signal to vary a cooling capacity of the 
cooling system and a diagnostic module for comparing said duty cycle with a value 
indicative of a system condition. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
